Under one formula being 
discussed, St. Louis motorists 
would continue to pay the pres- 
ent total levy of 4% cents a 
gallon for city and state pur- 
poses. However, the city would 
be required to stop collecting 
its local tax of 14% cents a gal- 
lon, and the state's present 3- 
cent-a-gallon tax would be in- 
creased by the same amount, 
to a new total of 4% cents. 

Legislators considering the 
move say that under the for- 
mula for dividing the revenues 
wit heities and counties, the 
sum distributed to St. Louis 
would approximate the yield 
from its present local gasoline 
tax. St. Louis Comptroller 
John H. Poelker said today 
that the city gasoline tax yield- 
ed $2,985,121 in revenues last 
year. 

Suggested Distribution. 

House Speaker Richard D. 
Ichord said that under the pro- 
posal, one-half cent of the sug- 
gested 1%-cent state tax in- 
crease would be retained by 
Missouri, with the balance to 
be shared by the cities and 
counties. The distribution sug- 
gested would be 34 of one cent 
to the cities, and one-quarter 
of one cent to the counties. 

St. Louis is both a city and 
a county, and therefore would 
share in distributions both to 
cities and counties. The form- 
ula devised would have to take 
into consideration the number 
of persons living in St. Louis, 
as compared with residents liv- 
ing in other municipalities and 
counties, to 
able distribution among the 
governmental subdivisions. 
These factors have not been 
calculated yet. 

The 1%-cent increase pro- 
posed would yield about $22,- 
500,000 annually, the legisla- 
tors said. The State Highway 
Department’s share would be 
$7,500,000. The cities would 
get $11,250,000 and counties, 
$3,750.000, 

In St. Louis, Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker declined comment 
on the proposal. 

“I would have to be thor- 
oughly familiar with all the 
facts before I could form any 
opinion on the matter,” he 
said. 

McNary’s Comment. 

St. Louis County Supervisor 
James H. J. McNary said: “I’m 
for anything that brings addi- 
tional revenue to the county. 
But I don’t understand why 
the division should be made to 
give municipalities %4 of a 
cent, and only %4 cent to the 
counties.”

Finally a young Plumber, ded- 
icated to the service of humanity, 
and needing money to buy his 
wife a new car to celebrate his 
first year of practice, conde- 
scended to pay the M.D. a pro- 
fessional visit. 

The Plumber finished the call 
in only a few minutes, being ex- 
tremely capable, and with a prac- 
ticed eye immediately assessed 
the M.D.’s net worth, ascertained 
that the M.D. was financially able 
to absorb a high service charge 
and proved that ethics is not a 
monopoly of the medical profes- 
sion by doubling the fee of his 
previcus call. 

After pocketing his hard-earned 
money ‘equipment and schooling 
are very expensive) Plumber in- 


formed the M.D. that since M.D.. 


had no training in plumbing, it 
would be impossible to relate 
what Plumber had done for the 
sewer. However, Plumber wou!d 
be available for further visits 
and new lines of attack on the 
sewer if necessary (at the same 
low rates). 

Events such as those above 
would indeed lead men to have 
rancorous feelings and we can 
but sympathize with M.D. and 
hope that he did not experience 
such unfortunate occurrences.

Sell Teapot Dome? 


President Eisenhower's proposal in his 
budget message that Congress “study the ad- 
visability” of “disposing” of the naval oil re- 
serves was perplexingly vague. What naval 
reserves did he mean, and how did he con- 
template “disposing” of them? 

It has since become clear that he meant all 
the reserves—Elk Hills and Buena Vista in 
Colifornia, Teapot Dome in Wyoming, and 
Reserve No. 4 in northern Alaska. 

The suggestion for “disposing” of these ap- 
proximately 40,009,000 acres has been inter- 
preted in Congress as intended to mean sale 
to private ‘interests. That would reverse # 
nation”! policy of oil conservation inaugurated 
neerly a helf a cenutry ago. 

Mr. Eisenhower offers no showing of fects 
in favor of his proposal, but merely his un- 
supported opinion that “growth in the use 
of petroleum products has made questionable 
the need for maintenance of the relatively 
sm*ll naval petroleum reserves as a signifi- 
rant defense meesure.” Instead, he says, the 
United States must rely upon “the nation- 
wide, even world-wide, petroleum industry 
to provide efficiently for our petroleum re- 
quirements in both peace and war.” At his 
Jan. 21 press conference he sid the oil re- 
serve “is really not an important matter today, 
as I see it.” 

What Mr. Eisenhower seems to be saying 
is that the volume of petroleum we would re- 
quire to defend ourselves in war has become 
so large that we should give up what relative- 
ly small reserves we have, and depend in- 
creasingly on commercially-exploited domes- 
tic sources which may or may not be too far 
used up at a time of national crisis, as well 
fs on sources overseas which might or might 
not be cut off from us if our country should 
happen to be fighting for its life. 

Quite to the contrary, it would seem that 
reserves saved for just such a contingency, 
and accessible, would then become valuable 
beyond price, however relatively small by 
contrrst with the volume we would ideally 
wish to have if we could get it. 

It is a national policy of the United States 
to stockpile strategic materials in which our 
country is in short supply. What is there 
about oil, one of the most indisnensable of 
them all, to make it an exception? 

If the Administration has a case for the 
drestic departure proppsed by the President, 
it hes not even begun to make it out. Since 
this same Adminstration as one of its first 
acts gave away. the offshore oil lands to a 
handful of coestal states, its attitude toward 
nationel oil resources is open to serious 
question. 

The proposition that the United States 
should maintain reserves of oil, administered 
by the Federal Government and under the 
jealous eye of Congress, is rooted deeply, and 
for good reasons.

A poll of St. Lovis area members of the 
Missouri Bar's Board of Governors shows that 
they favor the extension of the nonpartisan 
court plan to St. Louis county. Of the nine 
St. Louis area members, most of whom reside 
in the county, seven are on record as favoring 
enthusiastically the removal of the county’s 
circuit courts from partisan politics. One 
member was away from the city. The ninth 
was inclined to favor the plan though he has 
not taken a final position. 

The nonnartisan court plen applies to St. 
Louis and Kansas City on the circuit and pro- 
bate court levels, to the state appellate courts 
and on a statewide basis to the Missouri State 
Supreme Court. The way was left open for 
other are*s in the state to adopt the plan on 
the circuit court level when and if they so 
desire. But first an enabling act is required. 
According to the Supreme Court, the Legis- 
lature is under “mandate” to pass such an 
act; but it never has done so. 

St. Louis county is ripe for this reform. 
That the circuit courts of St. Louis have been 
improved by the nonpartisan plan is not open 
to question. Our judiciary is better and freer 
now that it does not need to submit to peri- 
odic slating by machine bosses. St. Louis 
county deserves the same benefits. 

We hope to see the proper enabling legisla- 
tion passed at Jefferson City and put to work 
in St. Louis county. Let all the city and 
county legislators work together to that end.

An editorial in the Post-Dispatch last Sun- 
day erroneously attributed to James F. Mor- 
rell, chairman of a School Board committee 
on accounting procedures, the statement that 
“the Board has a whole floor of people who 
would be let go if business machines were 
used.” The statement was made, not by Mr. 
Morrell, but by an officer of a firm which 
Studied the board’s accounting and recom- 
mended use of machines. We regret the error. 


Where Now, Virginia? 

Under the repeated pounding of federal 
and state courts, Virginia’s massive resistance 
to integration appears as full of holes as a 
picket fence, and there is an air of despair 
among segregationists in Richmond. 

The latest court action,is denial by a fed- 
eral judge of a plea to delay until September 
the admission of four Negroes to a white 
school in Arlington. The youngsters are to 
be admitted next Monday. A few days ago 
the state’s highest court and a federal court 
agreed that the massive resistance legislation 
was unconstitutional. 

In Richmond the architect of massive re- 
sistance, Gov. J. Lindsay Almond, appeared 
before a special legislative session called to 
enact an immediate substitute but suggested 
study instead. Gov. Almond had nothing to 
offer except a state program of tuition 
grants to help students attend private schools. 
He saw no hope of preventing integration in 
some public schools and suggested it might be 
better to do away with the public school sys- 
tem in some areas. 

This is the counsel of reaction and hope- 
lessness. It is inconceivable that a state 
which gave so much to American democracy, 
and which pioneered in public education, 
would actually turn its back on its great prin- 
ciples just to uphold the discredited notion 
of school segregation. 

No doubt Virginia will, in time, turn to 
something like the North Carolina pupil as- 
signment law. This law, unlike Virginia's, has 
stood up so far because it does not make race 
a test for assigning pupils. But Gov. Almond 
considers the North Carolina law a “conduit” 
for spreading integration. 

North Carolina not spread integration 
very far. It has permitted a few Negroes in a 


few white schools; no doubt the number will 
grow in time. But by setting itself a modest 
course, North Carolina has avoided the re- 
sounding defeat which Virginia suffered in a 
clash with federal law. The big difference is 
that North Carolina did not try to defy the 
federal Constitution. Virginia did, and learned 
that defiance does not work. 
Where is Arkansds? 


New Perspective on Tests 


The Soviet Union’s recent public statement 
accusing the West of hoping to scuttle the 
Gencva talks on nuclear tests does not augur 
too well. But as Senator Humphrey's sub- 
committee on disarmament begins an inquiry 
into the talks, there are some encouraging 
factors to weigh in the balance, too. 

One is the recent Western concession of 
dropping its demand that any test ban be tied 
to other disarmament measures. The new 
willingness on the West’s part to let a test 
bin stand on its own feet is an important 
change of position which goes far to answer 
the Soviet charges of Western insincerity. 

Another favorable development is the West's 
offer of a compromise plan for manning the 
proposed inspection stations. Half the crews 
of Western stations would be Russians and 
the rest neutrals; half the crews of stations 
in Russia would be Americans and Britons, 
and the rest neutrals. That is an gdeal sys- 
tem which the Russians probably won't accept, 
but it may become the basis of agreement. 

The most favorable development of all is 
Senator Humphrey’s recent Senate speech in 
which he declared that the new seismic data 
on underground explosions do not, after all, 
mean that a reliable detection system is im- 
possible. Senator Humphrey says the effect 
of the data has been exaggerated on both 
sides. The data were not invented for the 
purpose of scuttling the Geneva talks, he 
says, but on the other hand they are not fatal 
to the prospects of setting up reliable detec- 
tion. What the data show is that it is some- 
what more difficult than was earlier believed 
to distinguish between small underground 
nuclear blasts and earthquakes. But improve- 
ment of detection methods may get around 
this problem in part: some new methods have 
in fact already been found. 

This viewpoint is supported by a letter to 
The New York Times by Prof. Seymour Mel- 
man of Columbia University and Prof. Jay 
Orear of Cornell University. These experts, 
who participated in the Columbia University 
studies on disarmament inspection, say “‘it 
would be a grave misjudgment to infer that 
the new technical findings alter the basic con- 
ditions of workability of inspection.” Any 
inspection system, they point out, must be 
subject to constant revision as new scientific 
findings come in; and it must be supplemented 
by freedom of movement for the inspectors. 

If an inspection crew detects something 
which cannot readily be identified as a nu- 
clear exnlosion rather then an earthquake, it 
can settle the point by traveling to the site 
to find out which it was. 

We hope these second thoughts help to put 
the new seismic data into proper perspective. 
A workable inspection system is technically 
possible, as the scientific conference last sum- 
mer said. The problem is political: can the 
nations agree to take the first big step? 


A Feather. or a Ton 


Dmitri Shestakovich has written a musical 
comedy, in an effort to bridge the gap be- 
tween serious and light music, and its pre- 
miere in Moscow tends to prove a point. The 
point is that the practitioner of successful 
light arts is not necessarily a would-be serious 
artist who could not quite make the grade— 
and the serious artist could not necessarily 
toss off a light masterpiece if he was of a 
mind to. 

The Shostakovich score is reported consist- 
ing of “sweet melodies that are rescued from 
simplicity only by lively orchestration.” Or, 
to put it more bluntly, no hit tunes. If George 
Gershwin could not write “Creation of the 
World,” neither could Darius Milhaud .write 
““Swonderful.” T. S. Eliot’s efforts at light 
verse are very sad. Others than cobblers, we 
suppose, should stick to their last; and what 
difference if it is light as a feather, or heavy 
as a ton? 


Yes—and No 


Has the Eisenhower-Warren friendship 
cooled? Robert J. Donovan, White House 
correspondent for the stanchly pro-Eisenhower 
New York Herald Tribune, writes that it defi- 
nitely has, and submits documentation. The 
President and Chief Justice deny the story. 

Be their relations what they may, the Presi- 
dent and the former California Governor 
whom he placed at the head of the nation’s 
judiciary are far apart on some major public 
policy matters. 

Chief Justice Warren’s position on public 
school desegregation could not be clearer, for 
he himself wrote the Supreme Court’s unani- 
mous decision in 1954. But what is the Presi- 
dent’s stand? It is very hard to know. He 
talks about moderation. About the middle of 
the road approach. About keeping himself 
free to enforce the laws. Only a few days ago 
he told-the press and the country: 

I do not believe it is the function or in- 
deed it is desirable for a President to express 
his approval or disapproval for any Supreme 
Court decision. His job is to execute the laws. 
If Chief Justice Warren has told his friends 

that this attitude is ‘too indecisive,” as Mr. 
Donovan wrote, it would not be surprising. 
And it is a safe guess that the Chief Justice 
is well aware of the fact that the President 
does not always maintain this hands-off-the 
judiciary stance. 


When the Supreme Court six months ago 

held that the State Department did not pos- 
sess unlimited power to grant or withhold 
passports, Mr. Eisenhower expressed his dis- 
approval very clearly by mobilizing the Ad- 
ministration to demand a new law super- 
seding the decision. In 1957, after the Jencks 
decision, the President reportedly told friends 
that the Court’s “ridiculous” decision had 
made a “shambles” of law enforcement; and 
he expressed his disapproval publicly by sup- 
porting a bill to override the decision. - For- 
tunately neither effort was successful. 
_ The conclusion is inescapable that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower comments on Supreme Court 
decisions when it suits him to speak out and 
withholds his opinion when he prefers not to 
go on record. Since he has spoken on lesser 
matters, the strange, almost inexplicable 
thing is that he has not found the occasion, 
in nearly five years, to declare himself plain- 
ly in support of the historic public school de- 
cision on its basic rightness and justice.

Twenty-fifth Anniversary of New Deal Measure That Bankers Bitterly Opposed

They said—25 years ago—that if 
the Federal Government undertook 
to guarantee deposits in the nation’s 
banks, the inevitable result would 
be complete Government control of 
banking. They said that to insure 
deposits the Government would have 
to assume an unconscionable degree 
of control over banking loans and 
investments, having the effectual re- 
sult of underwriting those banking 
functions too. 

These fears and alarms are only 
faint echoes of the past as the Fed- 
eral Deposit In- 
surance Corpora- 
tion celebrates its 
twenty-fifth anni- 
versary this 
vu} month. In retro- 
spect its creation 
now appears a 
major banking re- 
form. In the two 
years prior to its authorization by 
the Banking Act of June 16, 1933— 
the so-called Glass-Steagall Act— 
3643 banks in the United States had 
failed, Estimates of losses to de- 
positors—some eventually to be re- 
couped, of course—ranged from 
three-quarters of a billion dollars to 
as much as a billion and a quarter. 

These failures had in turn cre- 
ated a peculiar barrier to recovery

from the depression in the form of 
hoarding of currency. Early in 1933 
it was estimated that as much as 142 
billion dollars was being withheld 
from its normal use as a basis of 
credit. 

The original plan was to provide 
insurance for deposits beginning 
July 1, 1934. At the insistence of 
the late Senator Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, the date was 
pushed up to Jan. 1, 1934, with tem- 
porary insurance provided for the 
first $2500 for each depositor. 

The limit was raised to $5000 on 
the following July 1. On Sept. 21, 
1950, it was increased to $10,000 per 
depositor. Inasmuch as about 98 per 
cent of all deposit accounts have 
balances of less than $10,000, sub- 
stantially all of such deposits are 
now insured, 


Of the nation’s 14,095 commercial 
and mutual savings banks, 13,383 
now qualify for the federal insur- 
ance. Some of the relatively few 
banks outside the system take the 
position that they have sufficient 
capital, that they don’t need the in- 
surance, or that it is too costly. 
Others for one reason or another 
can’t qualify. 

The original amount of FDIC 
paid-in capital was 289 million dol- 
lars. Federal Reserve Banks pro- 
vided 139 million dollars and the 
United States Treasury, 150 million. 
Congress has never made an appro- 
priation to the Corporation. The 


original capital has been repaid 
with interest from surplus accumu- 
lated from FDIC’s assessments 
on insured banks at the annual rate 
of 1/12 of 1 per cent of their total 
deposits, less authorized deductions, 
and income from investments. Since 
1950, FDIC has been returning to 
insured banks 60 per cent of their 
annual payments. 

Some 1}2 million depositors in 438 
sick banks have received payments 
from FDIC insurance in the Corpo- 
ration’s 25-year lifetime. More than

When there is no it 
sulin present, the transport of 
sugar into the cell is decreased 
and therefore the amount of 
sugar burned by the cell is 
less, he pointed out. 

Study also has shown, Dr. 
Kipnis went on, that muscle 
exertion can increase the rate 
by which the cell burns sugar, 
apparently by increasing the 
permeability of the cell. 

Permeability also can be a 
rate-limiting factor in cell 
metabolism. The rate of sugar 
flow into the cell is controlled 
by either the permeability or 
the enzymes, whichever has 
the lower rate, Dr. Kipnis said. 

Dr, Kipnis explained that 
sugar enters by two processes: 
diffusion and active transport 
in which energy is required 
from within the cell.

PREDICTS 150-YEAR 


LIFE EXPECTANCY 


LONDON, Jan. 29 ‘(UPI)-- 
Dr. Norman Phillips predicted 
today that man eventually will 
ihave a life expectancy of 150 
years. 

He reported in an article in 
the current issue of Family 
/ Doctor that many gerontologists 
believe human organs and tis- 
sues are capable of lasting a 
century and @ half if not dam- 
aged by disease. 

Phillips said research has 
turned up some useful infor- 
mation on decay of bodily tis- 
sues and organs. For instance, 
he said, the “aging process 
starts in 10-year-olds when they 
lose som “elasticity” in their 
eyes. After 40, people begin 
losing the ability to see dimly- 
lit objects. 

Hearing begins to fall off 
after 20, Phillips said. At 50, a 
man starts to lose his finer 
degrees of taste. By the time 
he is 75, a nan has only 88 
taste buds compared to the 288 


he had at maturity.

Clearly, the existing. price 


support program channels most 
of the dollars to those who 
store the surpluses and to rela- 
tively few producers of a tew 
crops. It does little to help 
the farmers in greatest dilffi- 
culty, For small operators the 
rural development program ap- 
proach, which helps develop 
additional sources of income, 
has clearly demonstrated that 
it is a far better alternative. 

2. The control program 
doesn't control. 

Mandatory supports are at a 
level which so stimulates new 
technology and the flow of cap- 
ital into production as to off- 
set, in large part, the control 
effort. 

Despite acreage allotments 
and marketing quotas, despite 
a large soil bank program and 
despite massive surplus dis- 
posal, government investment 
in farm commodities will soon 
be at a new record high. On 
July 1, 1959, total government 
investment in farm commodi- 
ties will total $9,100,000,000 
Investment in commodities for 
which price support is man- 
datory will total $7,600,000,000, 
of which $7,500,000,000 will 
consist of those crops desig- 
nated bv law as basic commodi- 
ties: Wheat, gorn, cotton, rice, 
peonuts, and tobacco..And these 


stocks are increasing rather 
than diminishing. 
We already hold such huge 


stocks of wheat that if not one 
bushel of the oncoming crop 
were harvested we would still 
have more than enough for do- 
mestic use, export sales, for- 
eign donation and needed 
carry-over for an entire year, 

3. The program is excessive- 
ly expensive. 

When the 1958 crops heve 
come into Government owner- 
ship, the cost, in terms of stor- 
age interest and other charges, 
of managing our inventory of 
supported crops, for which 
eommercial markets do _ not 
exist at the support levels, will 
be running at a staggering 
rate, 
lars a year. Unless funda- 
mental changes are made, this 
annual cost will rise. 

This sim is approximately 
equal to the record amount be- 
ing spent in fiscal 1960 by the 
Federal Government on all 
water resource projects in the 
United States including power, 
flood control, reclamation and 
improvement of rivers and har- 

ors. 

During the present fiscal 
vear, the net budgetary outlay 
for programs for the stabiliza- 
tion of farm prices and farm 
income will be $5.4 billion. $4.3 
billion of this is for commodi- 
ties for which price supports 
are mandatory. While some un- 
predictable part of this outlay 
will be recovered in later vears 


through sales for dollars, sales 
for foreign currency’ § and 
through barter, the cost will be 
great, especially when com- 


pared. with the net income of 
all farm operators in the United 
States, which in 1958 was $13 
billion.

The need to reduce the 
incentives for excess produc- 
tion has been explicit in the 


three special messages on agri- 
cultare which I have previously 
sent to the Congress.

The Con- 
gress has moved in the right 
direction but by an insufficient 
amount, There has been a gen- 
eral tendency to under-estimate 
the pace at which farm tech- 
nology has been moving for- 
ward.

RECOMMENDATION 

I recommend that prices for 
those commodities subject to 
mandatory supports to be re- 
lated to a percentage of the 
average market price during 
the immediately preceding 
years.

As we move to realistic farm 
programs, we must continue 
our vigogyous efforts further to 
expand markets and find addi- 
tional outlets for our farm 
products, both at home and 
abroad. In these efforts, there 
is an immediate and- direct 
bearing on the cause of world 
peace. Food can be a powerful] 


instrument for all the free 
world in building a durable 
peace. We and other surplus- 


producing nations must do our 
very best to make the fullest 
constructive use of our abun- 
dance of agricultural products 
to: this end. These past four 
years our special export pro- 
grams have provided friendly 
food-deficit nations with four 
billion dollars worth of farm 
products that we have in 
abundance. 

I am setting steps in mo- 
tion to explore anew with 
other surplus-producing na- 
tions all practical means of 
utilizing the various agricul- 
tural—surpluses of each in 
the interest of reinforcing 
peace and the well-being of 
friendly peoples throughout 
the world —in short, using 
food for peace. 

Certain details regarding 
the needed changes in law, 
particularly with reference 
to wheat, are appended to 
this message in the form of 
a memorandum to me from 
the secretary of agriculture.

Ways to Avoid Midwinter Menu Doldrums_

Try a New Product, 
New Recipes to 
Keep Meals from Be- 


coming Monotonous.

NO DOUBT about it, the tag 
end of January is the time of 
year when life needs a lift. 
Then, if ever, come dreary 
days. We are tired of winter 
wardrobes that seemed _ so 
smart in November; all of those 
hobbies or projects we started 
with such enthusiasm last au- 
tumn suddenly seem dull and 
uninteresting. 

It’s the time for a vacation, a 
silly hat, new friends who are 
gay and amusing. It’s the time 
to make a conscious effort to 
avoid the midwinter doldrums. 

This is true in the culinary 
department just as in any other 
facet of life. The homemaker 
who is bored with marketing 
and menu planning will be 
smart to take stock of her at- 
titudes. 

How long has it been since 
she made a definite effort to 
overcome that monotony which 
she bemoans? How long has it 
been since she served an wun- 
familiar food, or tried a new 
way of preparing an old fav- 
orite? A little experimenting 
might yield high dividends in 
the form of more interesting, 
meals. 

While she is about it, she 
also might taxe stock of the 
new products on the shelves 
of her food store. They appear 
almost weekly, and provide a 
way of introducing that “some- 
thing different” she is seeking. 

Meals are what we make 
them, and if they seem dull 
these January days perhaps it 
is time to take a fresh look 
around the markets—and to 
try some of those recipes that 
were so carefully clipped and 
then filed away to be tried on 
an indefinite “someday.”

If you are serious about 
avoiding monotony, try serving 
lamb as the entree for one of 
your weekend meals. Unless 
you are the exception to the 
rule, it probably has been 
some time since it appeared 
on your table. 

Perhaps it isn’t your fami- 
ly’s favorite meat, but if it is 
properly prepared and _ sea- 
soned they may grow to like 
it and thus open up a whole 
new field of menu possibilities 
for you. 

There couldn't be a better 
time to experiment with lamb; 
it is being offered at prices 
which are far lower than they 
have been for many a year. 
Prices are comparable (and in 
some cases even below) those 
of beef, and this does not refer 
only to the so-called “economy 
cuts.” Fine cuts such as lamb- 
chops and leg of lamb are at- 
tractively priced. 

Veal is still scarce, and 
there are no important changes 
in the beef situation. One fact 
might be worth noting. There 
is very little of the lower 
grade beef now in the market, 
while supplies are increasing 
on the better beef. This means 
that you may pay a littie more 
for ground beef than you do 
at some other times, but the 
chances are you will get far 
better quality because more of 
it is being made of better beef. 

Chickens are still an excel- 
lent investment, despite the 
recent rise in cost. And those 
large Grade A eggs remain a 
bargain. 

* _ * 

Apples and grapefruit head 
the list of “good buys” in the 
fruit department this week. 
You may have noticed that 
both have been featured in the 
food pages of this newspaper 
recently. This was no coinci- 
dence, since we make every ef- 
fort to build our food sections 
around foods which are cur- 
rently in good supply. 

Apples of many types are 
here in abundance; grapefruit 
is a real bargain with supplies 
heavy, prices low and (this is 
important) quality superior. 

There also are liberal sup- 
plies of oranges, with prices 
working downward on Califor- 
nia navels which are of excel- 
lent eating quality. We are well 
supplied with oranges from 
down south (including Mexico), 
and once again we remind you 
of the wonderful flavor of the 
Florida Temple oranges, the 
season is all too short on them, 
so do enjoy them while you 
may. 

D’Anjou pears from the 
Northwest, with some Bosc 
available, are in a moderate 
price bracket. There are plenti- 
ful supplies of avocados from 
both California and Florida, 
and papayas from Hawaii are 
yours if you are willing to pay 
the very steep price. 

Bananas are not too high, but 
coconuts and pineapples are 
commanding fancy figures. 
This is quite understandable 
on the pineapples; they are 
coming in from Cuba. 

* - * 

The “good buys” list of vege- 
tables is not impressive. it in- 
cludes potatoes, with special 
emphasis on sweet potatoes, 
lettuce, and celery.

frozen fruits is a simple one. 
If you decide on your frozen 
fruit dessert only minutes be- 
fore mealtime (and such occa- 
sions do arise in the best man- 
aged homes), you can defrost 
‘the fruit in 20 minutes simply 
by placing the unopened con- 
_tainer under running cold wa- 
‘ter. Or, if you prefer, allow 
the fruit 20 minutes in a bowl 
of warm water. (Defrosting is 
| slightly more even throughout 
the package if done by the 
cold-running-water method.) 

If you have planned your 
fruit dessert in advance, you 
may want to use the defrosting 
method which has you taking 
the fruit from its zero storage 
place and placing the un- 
opened container in the food 
compartment of the refrigera- 
tor for approximately six hours 
—place it there at lunchtime 
in preparation for dinner, for 
example. Or you can start the 
fruit defrosting at approxi- 
mately 4:30 for a 6:00 o'clock 
dinner by placing the fruit in 
its unopened package on the 
kitchen counter so that it de 
frosts at room temperature. 

Fruit is just right for serving 
when it is icy and firm but 
pieces separate easily. Most 
frozen fruits are packed ina 
sirup or with sugar. One frozen 
‘fruit that is frequently packed 
without added sweetening is 
blueberries, and the blueberries 
are delicious this way. 

Frozen rhubarb, which is ac- 
tually a vegetable rather than 
a fruit, is always cooked before 
serving as opposed to frozen 
fruits, which are frequently

CAIRO, Jan. 29 (UPI)—A 
Cairo newspaper editor, be- 
lieved to speak for United 
Arab Republic President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser, rebuffed Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev today for 
criticizing an anti-Communist 
drive here.

and always right on camera. The other day the rains came 


right in the middie of Mr. Murray's show. Mr. Murray, 
whose smile is as azure as anything in Florida advertising, 
declared that the sun would be back out in a minute or 
two. And darned if the sun didn’t come out again. 

But it won't always co-operate that way. The follow- 
ing day the rains poured down throughout the show—hard- 
ly a good advertisement for Florida. This has always been 
a sore trial for the Floridian. Florida weather is great 
joke material for a comedian, topped only by California 
weather. The tremendous audience TV has at its disposal 
is eagerly wooed by the Florida hotel keepers but that 
vast audience has been at various times entertained by the 
sight of Jack Paar explaining how cold he is, by Steve 
Allen showing his goose pimples, by Arlene Frances frank- 
ly swathed to the ankles.

- Help With Homework 


“DEAR MISS WILLIAMS: My problem is whom to 
ask for help about school work. My mother didn’t finish 
high school and my father finished, but is no help to me. 
When I have homework that I don’t understand, I ask them 
about it and they get me more confused than ever. They 
also make grammatical errors and now my 5 - year - old 
brother speaks the same way. How can I get help when I 
have questions about school work?” 


ANSWER: When you have questions, always go to the 
people who are best qualified to give you the right answers. 
In this case, your teachers. Do as much homework as you 
can, then ask the teachers about the things you don’t under- 
stand before or after class. It would be a good idea to tell 
the teacher that you sometimes have questions and ask 
when you could see her or him for help with them. Then 
you can do it whenever convenient for both of you, per- 
haps during a study hour or other free time. Your little 
brother’s grammar will probably improve when he goes to 
school. You could try telling him the right Way to say 
things, but brothers usually don’t take correction—or even 
suggestions or hints—from sisters.

F, Beverly Kelley, the recon- 
structed circus press agent who 
just became manager of the 
Muny Opera, helped put the 
March on its feet. One genius 
among the pro helpers got the 
idea for the Mothers’ March.

Dramatic Ordeal at Sea 


One of the dramatic events 
of World War I was obscured 
by the celebration at the end 
of hostilities. But a survivor 
of the strange and horrible 
ordeal of an ill-fated British 
freighter has written a book 
about what happened. 


BOSTON, Jan. 29 (AP). 
TWICE THEY SEWED the 
young wireless operator into a 
sailorman’'s shroud, with chunks 
of iron at his feet to take him 


down. 


But before he could be given 


the deep six, a flicker of life 
was detected. 


This was fortunate not only 
for the radio man, H. L. Tre- 
dree, but for the shipmates who 
survived the last ghastly voy- 
age of the old and decrepit 
British freighter S.S. Norman- 
dier, a rustbucket ship of evil 
repute. 


Had Tredree been com- 
mitted to the deep, no one 
could have summoned aid. 
When it arrived, only he and 
the first mate were conscious 
—barely so. The others of the 
ship’s company of 49 were 
dead or in such deep coma 
that some were thought dead, 
felled by blackwater fever. 
A jab with a _ sailmaker's 
needle had become the test 
to determine if life existed. 


The Normandier’s ordeal 
was suffered as World War I 
closed, and it was completely 
lost sight of in general re- 
joicing and relief. Otherwise, 
it must have found front pages 
the world over. 

Tredree now relates it for 
the first time in “The Strange 
Ordeal of the Normandier,” 


panes today by Little, 
rown & Co. 

Tredree was only 17 years 
old when he shipped out at 
Cardiff, Wales. The Norman- 
dier was filthy from loading 
coal, swarming with insects, 
badly stocked with food, pow- 
ered by unreliable machinery 
and manned by a hard and 
sometimes brutish crew. 

Tredree was grudgingly ac- 
cepted. Wireless was compar- 
atively new and “sparks” were 
considered something of a nui- 
sance by many old shellbacks. 
All operators were known as

He persuaded the captain 
the call was a trap and Nor- 
mandier returned to her basic 
course, At Capetown they 
learned three ships answered 
the call and were sunk by 
enemy submarines.

Tre- 
dree was feted by his ship- 
mates and complimented by 
the Royal Navy. 

The grim chapter in Nor- 
mandier’s saga—not one for 
squeamish readers—opened at 
Dakar, French West Africa, 
where she discharged coal.

Finishes for Stairs 


THERE are a lot of things 
one can do with the treads and 
risers of stairs. If you like you 


can cover them with carpet and 
if you don’t like this you can 
paint them either the same col- 
or or contrasting colors. If this 
doesn't please you then you can 
give the wood a natural finish 
of shellac, a floor seal or 
varnish. 

If you plan to refinish the 
stairs using anything other 
than a carpet then the wood 
should be prepared in the 
same careful manner as you 
would do to a floor. The old 
finish should be removed and 
this can be done either with a 
paint and varnish remover or 
with an electric sander. For 
this type of operation you'll

need the small sander called an 
“edger” which will allow you to 
get up close to sides and into 
corners. If you remove the old 
finish with a remover, then 
sand the wood smooth before 
applying the finish. 

For those who wish to paint 
the stairs, the best paint is a 
floor enamel.

“SLAP LEATHER, McQueen,” 
I snarled. 

“Make your ~»play,.” he 
growled. His lips were white. 
[ guess he knew who he was 
up against. 

His six-iron leaped into his 
hand. I pressed the trigger of 
my sawed-off Winchester 44-40 
rifle. . 

I'll let you know what hap- 
pened in a second. But first a 
brief message from our sponsor. 

Steve McQueen had me do- 
ing it, too. The latest Holly- 
wood craze—play gun-fighting. 
Steve, star of the St. Louwis- 
made movie, “The Great St. 
Louis Bank Robbery,” was here 
to appear at the Orpheum 
Theater at. the world premiere 
of the film. He is the star of 
the CBS-TV Western series. 
“Wanted — Dead or Alive,” 
which runs on Saturday nights, 
and prides himself on being 
the Fastest Gun in the West. 

He had brought his guns 
along to show why. He proved 
it, all right. 

We were in the living room 
of his suite at the Sheraton- 
Jefferson Hotel. His wife, a 
pretty, petite brunette actress 
whose name is Neile Adams, a 
press-agent and a photographer 
were looking on, grinning. 

In that splinter of time as 
MeQueen drew, his .45 went 
click-click before my hammer 
hit. Lucky for me it went click- 
click and not roar-roar.

We 
shot it out on the lawn with 
shells loaded with parrafin 
bullets and each fired five 
shots.

QUESTION: We have a good 


college in our city, not more 


than half an hour from our 
home. Our son and daughter 
will be ready for college within 
a year from each other. Nat- 
urally, it would be much cheap- 
er to let them attend this col- 
lege, but a lot of people tell 
us that only being away from. 
home and on a college campus— 
is real education. 
ANSWER: Let's start with 
the most simple proposition 
which is: If it is a question of 
not sending your children to 
college at all or sending them - 
to the local college, then let. 
them attend the college in your 
city 
The argument that only a- 
college campus, away from 
home, can offer any education 
is a ridiculous statement. 
Much depends on the stu- 
dent and his or her back- 
ground. If your son and daugh- 
ter have never been away from 
home and have never had the 
chance and the challenge toa 
live a little more independent 
ly, then the campus experi- 
ence, away from home, can be 
very important and stimulat- 
ing. : 
This may be even more so 
in the case of the girl who is 
likely to have less of a 
chance to be “on her own” 
later on, with marriage and 
the responsibility of a home 
awaiting her, possibly soon 
after graduation. The boy, 
on the other hand, will per- 
haps be going into the serv- 
lee anyway or he will be 
looking for a job away from 
home, so that he is more 
likely to have the oppor- 
tunity of becoming inde- 
pendent. 


If you do have to decide in 
favor of the local college, trv 
to persuade your ‘on and 
daughter to spend their sum- 
mers, during college years, 
away from home, either travel- 
ing or working 

Don't overlook the fact that 
there are all sorts of compro- 
mise possibilities, For instance, 
you might want to let one or 
both of your children take his 
or her first two years at the 
local college and then try to 
send them away to a campus 
for the junior or senior year. 

Or, you might consider one 
of the relatively low-cost state 
universities, if there is one 
available which offers campus 
and dormitory life. 

Finally, it your children 
have been doing well in high 
school, there is a good chance 
for them to get a scholarship 
away from home. And, if a 
scholarship doesn't seem likely, 
you might talk to your son or 
daughter about a college loan.

Road to Disarmament 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29. 

SOVIET PREMIER NIKITA 8S. KHRUSHCHEV always 
speaks as though he were prepared to do everything 
possible for better understanding between the East and 
West, and, from his point of view, the West shows less in- 
terest in having a peaceful world. 

Now in Geneva, Great Britain and the United States 
have offered a plan that seems to them.a satisfactory guar- 
antee for impartial international control of a bar on the 
tests of nuclear weapons. It sounds, as one reads it, like a 
very fair plan. 


It remains to be seen whether Mr. Khrush- 
chev means what he says and if there really can 

be an advance in the thaw in international ten- 

sions which Mr. Khrushchev says he desires. 

Under this plan, the Russians would be in half the key 
technical positions in the control posts in the territory of 
the two Western powers—the United States and Great 
Britain. Technicians from the United States and Britain 
would man half the positions in the control posts in the 
Soviet Union. The remaining technical jobs would be filled 
by international civil servants. 


Under the Western plan a Russian would a)- 
ways be the head of a control post in the United 
States and in Britain, and an American or a Briton 
would be the head of a control post in the Soviet 
Union. 


This seems a very fair plan and one cannot help hop- 
ing that it will be accepted as a first step toward disar- 
Mament. The cessation of the testing of nuclear weapons 
is.doubly important, because there is always the fear of 
what the fallout means-to the human ra¢ce. 

I WENT TO DINE one night last week at the National 
Arts Club. It was a real occasion—the sixty-first artists’ 
annual dinner. The members’ exhibition, which has been 
held every year for 61 years, met our eyes as we went into 
the dining room &’and we sat surrounded by charming pic- 
tures.

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Vegetable Soup Is 


Worth the Effort 
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People don't seem to have the time to sit down to a leisurely 
meal anymore, let alone cook one.

ANYONE LOOKING OVER 
an old-time menu from, say, 
Delmonico’s back in the nine- 
ties, would come to the ob- 
vious conclusion that modern 
man has lost his appetite. 


He hasn't, exactly, but with 
changing times and modern 
ways of living, strange things 
have happened to the Ameri- 
can appetite. People don’t 
seem to have time to sit down 
to a leisurely meal anymore, 
let alone cook one. The Little 
Woman opens a can, or thaws 
something. Daughter lives on 
lipstick and Cokes and the 
youngsters yell for hamburgers 
and soda pop. The Old Man 
looks around at what is avail- 
able, and does his best to 
make a meal. 

One thing that has virtually 
disappeared in the new order 
is the soup pot. Unlike Euro- 
peans, who look upon soup 
as a mainstay, Americans only 
eat it now as a convenience 
and they get it out of the 
can. Even the soup companies 
advertise on television how 
quick and easy it is to give the 
youngsters a bowl of canned 
soup and a peanut butter sand- 
wich when they come home 
for lunch. 


Most of our really great 
soups were inherited from the 
old country. About the only 
typically American soup is 
vegetable soup. When I was 
a youngster, a big pot of vege- 
table soup, with plenty of 
crackers, or toast made with 
salt-rising bread, made a full, 


- wholesome and very satisfying 


meal. 


HERE’S how we made it: 

To begin with an honest-to- 
goodness vegetable soup needs 
both meat and bone to give it 
what it takes. Back in our day 
the butcher would gladly give 
you a soup bone along with 
your meat order, but today you 
have to buy it. A shank bone 
is excellent. It should weigh 
three pounds, have quite a bit 
of meat on it. The bone is 
full of marrow, which adds its 
own richness and flavor to the 
pot. 


Ask the butcher to crack the 
bone. If you want to you can 
brown the meat which gives 
a darker soup with a little 
richer flavor, but it isn’t neces- 
sary. Now put the meat in a 
big soup kettle and add three 
quarts of cold water. Bring it 
to a boil slowly, and then let 
it just simmer, uncovered, for 
three hours. It takes a long 
time to get all that juice and 
flavor out of the meat and 
bones. 


From then on you're pretty 
much on your own and you can 
use the combination of vege- 
tables you like, within certain 
limitations. Essential are on- 
fons, carrots, celery, turnips 
and tomatoes. 

A pot of soup of this size 
should have at least one large 
can of tomatoes. Dice and add 
four large carrots and at least 
two cups of large white tur- 


nips. There should be a cup

and a half of diced celery and 
some of the celery tops cut up 
and tossed in the pot. Chop 
and add one large onion, and 
a couple of tablespoons of fine- 
ly chopped parsley. Some peo- 
ple add a little finely chopped 
cabbage. If you want to you 
can add green beans or peas. 
Lima beans are very good in 
vegetable soup, and to my no- 
tion so is okra; but not many 
people like it. The only for- 
bidden vegetable is beets. They 
turn the soup an unfortunate 
color and they don’t add much 
in flavor. 

About 20 minutes before 
serving time, you can add a 
couple of cups of diced pota- 
toes. This not only adds to the 
flavor, but gives the soup more 
body. 

After the first vegetables are 
in, raise the heat and let the 
soup cook pretty fast for 45 
minutes. Take gut the bone 
apd meat and if there is any 
marrow left in the bone scoop 
it out and add it to the soup. 
Serve it up with plenty of 
crackers or home-made bread 
and a good crisp salad and 
you've got a meal. 


MOST of the great soups 
originated in Europe and our 
vegetable soup is a descendant 
of the French “pot-au-feu,” 
which was one of the mainstays 
of the middle class diet and 
which was made by the very 
simple expedient of taking a 
piece of boiling beef and cook- 
ing it in a big pot with all the 
vegetables that were handy. 

The Italian equivalent of our 
vegetable soup probably would 
be. Zuppa Di Famiglia, which 
simply means, soup, family 
style: 

Cover a pound and a half 
soup meat and bone with 
plenty of water in a big soup 
pot. Cut up and add to it two 
stalks of celery, leaves and all, 
and two large carrots. Add 
several sprigs of parsley, and 
let it come to a boil. Let it 
keep boiling for an hour, skim- 
ming now and then. 

In the meantime, mix a 
pound of chopped chuck with 
two slices of crumbled bread, 
an egg and some minced pars- 
ley. Salt to taste. Make small 
meat balls with this. The gsmal- 
ler the better. 


After an hour’s cooking, take 
the celery, carrots and parsley 
out of the soup and set them 
aside. Also take out the meat 
and bone and set them aside. 
Strain the soup, put it back in 
the saucepan, and return also 
the celery and carrots.. Then 
add the meatballs and a small 
can of tomatoes. Cook it for 
30 minutes. 

In the meantime, parboil the 
pasta. You can use any of the 
small shapes, such as ditali, 
stelline or semini, or you can 
use vermicelli broken up very 
small, Cook a half pound for 
eight minutes, Strain it and 
wash it with cold water, Add 
it to the soup, let all cook 
three minutes longer. Add salt 
and pepper to taste and then 
let it boil vigorously for a 
couple of minutes.

Masks Worn by Indians = 


By Ramon Coffman 


WHEN American Indians 
wore masks, they usually did 
so as part of a religious cere- 
mony. The ceremony was 
marked with dancing. 

A belief existed that cer- 
tain spirite were able te ap- 
pear on earth in disguise. 
"Twas seid that they could 
change their forms from 
those of men into those of 
animals, and back again. 

The wearing of masks can 
be traced back, in part, to 
that belief. Warriors put on 
masks during feasts and dances, 
and pretended to be spirits or 
gods. Now and then a mask 
had a double face, which could 
be changed to show the face 
of a man or an animel, 

Wood was used in making 
some masks, Other masks were 
formed out of clay or the 
hides of animals, The heads 
of buffalo were employed by 
Indians of the plains, in- 
cluding the Mandaens. 

Medicine men took care of 
the masks between dances. 
There was a belief that even 
the paint on a mask had mag- 
ical power. If some of it was 
rubbed off on a man who wore 
a mask, he was supposed to en’ 
joy good fortune. 

Among the Sioux Indians, 
boys put on thunder bird 

masks when they heard thun- 
der for the first time in the 
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Masked Indians in British 


spring. Then they would raeé 
to the tents of their uncles, 
and would make noises which 
were supposed to be like thune 
der. They expected gifts when 
this was done. 

In some parts of British 
Columbia, the Indians made 
masks from hide or copper, 
as well as from wood. The 
wooden masks were carved 
with care, and were painted 
gaily. 

To this day we find British 
Columbia Indians wearing 
masks, sometimes fitted with. 
eyes and lips which will move, 
and with tongues which can be 
made to wriggle. A few of their 
masks are so large and heavy 
that two men are needed to lift 
one of them and place it on @ 
dancer.
